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Air Supremacy 


The allies have been able to wrest the supremacy of 
the air fighting from their adversaries and do it too with 
a considerably inferior force, numerically, of men and 
planes. 
The Germans, at the outset of the war, had such an 
overwhelmingly larger fleet of airplanes that they were 
able to inaugurate and maintain their reign of terror over 
noncombatant territory, killing and wounding women 
and children, destroying churches and 
hospitals 
with 
comparatively little opposition from the allies. 
VV hen Great Britain and France began to 
get 
to­ 
gether a considerable force of planes the Hun raids of 
terror became less frequent and less effective. 
Gradually, 
tile allies have increased their air forces, from a defensive 
arm to protect noncombatants and wounded, to a real 
fighting arm of the service on the battle front, and tin 
wane of the Teuton supremacy has been marked. 
'File present rule of the allies in the air is not due to 
the possession of an overwhelming number of planes, (in 
fact it is quite likely that iii numbers the German airplane 
service is the greater) hut it is due to the fact that the 
British, French, Belgians and Americans are the superior 
fighters—they are braver and more intelligent. 
fhe German must fight in packs like the cowardly 
wolves, they can’t fight alone, they lack tin* nerve and 
the wit and they are not good game sportsmen.

,The rumor that Germans are drilling the native sol­ 
diers in the north of Mexico need not cause any alarm for 
the immediate future, 
lf the rumor is founded on fact, it 
is quite likely that the Germans so engaged 
are 
some 
marooned individuals who are unable to get hack home 
and, driven out of business by tile revolutionists, are en­ 
gaging in drilling the Mexicans as a pastime. 
However, the condition is one which should not be 
minimized. The work of the Germans may prove serious 
sooner than we suspect. 
Then too, tile course being followed in Mexico is on 
a par with the work done in Ireland preceding and during 
the Sir Rodger Casement disturbances and on a par too 
with the attempt to fan the present smouldering discon­ 
tent of the Irish people with the conscription law, into the 
flame of revolution. 
Of course, an outbreak in Ireland is doomed to tragic 
failure, as is also any attack Mexico may make on our 
borders. 
Bur, even so, that does not change the intent of the 
H uns nor change the fact that nothing is too inconse­ 
quential, so long as it is devilish, for the Germans to work 
at untiringly. Any project that they will work on deserves 
to be watched closely.

The British cabinet "crisis” precipitated by the ugly 
charges of General Maurice has been safely passed and the 
vindication of the Floyd George cabinet has been as em­ 
phatic as it was prompt.

People of the allied nations were 
disturbed 
when 
rumors of a flare-up in Great Britain’s official family first 
gained circulation. 
Had the rumors been allowed to con­ 
tinue unchallenged for any considerable time it is quite 
likely that the breech between the minister and the As- 
quit h-Maurice faction would have widened. 
W ith characteristic force and promptness, .however, 
the rugged Welshman whom Great Britain is fortunate to 
have now at the helm of affairs of state insisted upon an 
immediate hearing and the whole matter was threshed 
out 'satisfactorily. 
Great Britain cannot afford, at this time, to have any 
bickering in the official family— there must be unity in 
thought and action. It is no time for ambitious or jealous 
politicians to be seeking to drag down the men who have 
been entrusted with the grave responsibilities of the time. 
The shadow of former Premier Asquith looms large 
behind the unhappy Maurice, and while he is a pacifist of 
the near-dangerous type, it is not probable that anything 
save a desire to lessen the public esteem in which the 
present premier is held, actuated him in urging Maurice 
forward. 
Lloyd George can now afford to let the whole un­ 
pleasant matter drop. The sooner the world and Great 
Britain forget the fiasco which, for a time, threatened to 
become dangerous, the better. 
Lloyd George is one of 
the big outstanding figures developed by the war, and it 
is not surprising that he has made enemies at home. 
The big thing is that the danger is past and the Lloyd 
George ministry is triumphant.

Getting Seed From Poor Corn. 
The result which may he expected 
in corn selected by ear test from a lot 
showing poor germination has been 
determined by an individual ear test 
of 36t) ears and subsequent composite 
tests by C. J. Willard and H, W. 
Selmer of the Farm Crops Depart­ 
ment of The Ohio State University. 
A bulk sample of this corn germi­ 
nated 46 percent vigorous sprouts. Six 
grains from each ear were used in the 
ear test. 
The experimenters found 
46 ears that produced six vigorous 
sprouts each, or perfect germination. 
These 46 ears were then shelled to­ 
gether and 500 grains from the lot 
tested for germination. 
Only 80 per­ 
cent of 
these 
produced 
vigorous 
sprouts, which indicates the necessity 
of a large composite test after ears 
have been selected by the individual 
car test. 
With such results a heav­ 
ier rate of planting should be used. 
From the original 360 ears 48 others 
were found to produce five vigorous 
sprouts from the six grains tested. 
When, after shelling this lot of 48 
ears, 500 kernels were tested, 70 per­ 
cent of vigorous sprouts were produc­ 
ed. 
Another poorer lot consisted of 
46 ears which each produced four
